Our Disappointment. 
_ Our desire to publish reports of 
Troop and Patrol camping ‘acti- 
‘Vities, during this summer, has 
Once again met with disappoint- 
ment. We have not received 
even a single report of camping, 
When we read reports in the 
Scout, the Scouter and the Scout- 
ang, how Troops in England and 
America plan and carry out their 
summer camps; the truth dawns 
on us that there. is scmothing 
fundamentally wrong with our 
Scouting, Flag Hoist at Ankli Mutt. —RBull's Eye. 


The main reason for the absonca 
of camping in our programme 
appears to ba that Scoutmasters 
who are generally school-masters 
go away to thoir native placos 
during summer holidays without 
any consideration for camping 
and even those that remain at 
their headquarters are unwilling to 
undergo the inconvenience of 
moving out to camp leaving be- 
hind a cosy home. 


We need hardly point out that 
itis not being fair to boys, to 
cut out camping from Scout work. 


In Dancing Mood, —Bull’s Eye. 


A person who cannot tolerate 
the negligible inconvenienca 
of remaining for 3 or 4 days in a 
camp ought not to take up the 
responsibilities of Scoutmaster. 
ship. But the truth is that it is 
more a case of putting a_ little 
more of willingness into work,

Council to see that boys do have

Remember the Bunderlog in 
the Jungle story who had no law, no rhyme 
or reason for their actions! Lat me be quite 
cloar about this. Other people's motives are 
no concern of ours, and I do not want 
to suggest that any Old Wolf is working

without adequate and worthy motives, put I 
do think ach one of us probably neods to be 
clearer about his or her own personal motives. 
Our thinking is a bit. muddled, ‘judging by 
my own thoughts, and the ‘motives of each 
one of us are probably rather mixed. 
try and sort out a few of the more important 
and usual ones. 


Lat us 


There is the motive of duty—we take out 
Pack bacause we are told we ough’ to do 80, 
and our conscience tells us it is our duty. 


Then there is the personal enjoyment and 
share in the happy times that membership of 
the Scout. brotherhood brings us. Again, we 
may recognise in Cubbing our aid to other 
welfare work in which we are interasted—we 
may see in it possibilities to.further more parti- 
cularly education of body, mind or spirit. 


Or we may have a deep love and sympathy © 
with the small boy, and keen concern for his 


happiness. 


There are pitfalls in all these motives, — 
taken by themselves, and carried to excess: 


Duty is not enough, and selfish enjoyment 
should not be our first concern, Eyen the 
last motive I mentioned—love of childern — 
may not be sufficient, for wo may focus on 
their immediate happiness and welfare, ‘and 
forget to prepare thom for harder knocks 
ahead, Iam going still further, and will try 
and picture for yor—and myself—an Akela 
who has some of the attributes necessary tio 
successful Cubbing. 
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A love ss children is the first essential— 
not mere sentimentality, bub the love which 
is seen in our real interest*in each one of our 
Cubs, especially oue interest in the tiresome 
and unattractive ones! Gar abliity to help is 
measured by our interest, i.e. our love for 
our Cubs. Never forget that love grows out 
of interest. - One cannot love unless one is 
first interested. Because of this, we should 
have an infinite capacity for taking pains, 
and certainly, stickability and patience. If 
we fail in our understanding of a Cub, we 
must try Some other way and never dare to 
label him “a failure.” It js we'who may 
fail him. Akela must be constant to the 
Cub, always straight and always fair—calm 
im emergency and not fussy—at the same 
time adaptable, and having much power of 
imagination, A sense of humour jis im port- 
ant, including the power to laugh at oneself 
rather than at other people, which is m>2re 
rudness ! 


I believe that if we try to achieve these 
qualities even in a small degree, we do more 
than we sometimes realise to help our Cubs. 
There is no doubt at all that children learn 
by imitation—our Cubs take our measure, 
and most observers agree that an Old Wolf is 
reflected by his or her Cubs. In this way we 
haye tremendous responsibilities: If we 


- show temper, or any lack of self-control at a 


Pack meeting—if we fail jus§ once to show 
fairness—our influence with our Cubs is 
greatly lessened. Moreover, it is “not only 
at Pack Meetings that th> Cub sees us for 
what we are, and hears about us. We cannot 
put on another self with our uniforms. — It is 
astonishing to find how much personal 
example counts in Cubbing. We muss, 
therefore, try and liye up to the best that we 
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know, and at all times to do. our best ales 
the Scout Law. ; : 


Our Job. 


First in running or helping to ran a Pack: 
We want to be very sure thai we are prepared 
to be loyal to the’ Chief's methods {the game 
of Cubbing), and not take out what we think 
fit, and then introduce some helf-heked ideas 
of our own, Sometimes I think an observer 
from outside the Movement (but with theore~ 
tical knowledge of it) would be hard put to 
it to discover the connection between — 
interpretations of Cubbing, and Cubbing as” 
originally-indicated in the Wolf Cub’s Hand-_ 
book. We colour our interpretation according — 
to our personality, and that is as it should - 
be, but we must not change the fundamental — 
plan or omit unreasonably any part of the 
programme that may not appeal to us. a 


Then we should do more to try and onal q 
in new C.Ms. and A,C,Ms. I read lately that 
our. work’ is judged by our sxbility to” get. 
‘helpers, and when we have them, by - the 
quality of those helpers, Can this be_ ‘the q 
reason why some of us run Packs ce 7 
handed ? ; 


Much of any success we may gain is due to 
happy co-operation with the parents of our © 
Cubs, we should be “ good mixers’ with the 
parents, and be really friendly with them— - 
they are nearly-as interesting as the Cubs 
They in their turn should find us interesting 
too, not just comies! I know this has been 
said many times before, but I feel very 
strongly that we Old Wolves should appre- 
ciate more the privilege allowed us of 
sharing in the character training of children, — 
and shou'd dwell more on tha help we get 


"from the great majority of the parents, rather 
“_ ‘than on occasional rebuffs from mothers who 
5 shink we may be merely fussy interferers, 
“nosey parkers,” or cranks. It is hnown that 
4 ce ps. have been all of these things! 


| Then us are the responsibilities involved 
by y taking Cubs to camp. For Cubs should 
not be taken to camp at all, unless the Old 
| Woii jn charge is exceptionally experienced, 
4 Z 3 real knowledge of the Cubs; concerned, 
| and adequate adult help. He should also be 
sufficiently expert in a knowledge of chil- 
 dren’s health and physical welfare, of food 
Ee scce and cooking. I have slowly come to 
- the conclusion, I may be wrong, that much 
2 - of be leakage from Scout Troops is due to the 
3 wrong kind of Cub camping. This is a pro- 
> vooative statement, but I hasten to add hat 
pi ‘am an advocate of Cub camping provided it

a a Probably you will be feeling that ieee of 
this is merely negative, and that I have not 
a sgiven many practical suggestions about 
a Bibing ourselves for our job. 


_ As to technical training—knots, signalling 
a Pe suchlike things—we must be able to knot 
‘and signal, for the Cub expects us to be able 
; ‘to do all suitable tests. Some of us find 
_ them quite difficult, and it 1s 98 well we 
_ should discover this. Then there is hand- 
; y a craft, nature work, games, and all the many

activities of which we should have a working — 
and ever-growing knowledge. How can we 
increase our wisdom and understanding? 
District and Wood Badge Courses are wonder- _ 
ful aids, but practécally valueless unless we 
put what we learn at them into practice. How 
often do we use those note-hooks? Instrue- 
tors at Courses point the way, but most of 
our training must be self-training. But no 
Commissioner, and no Course, however 
stimulating, is going to ensure that you know 
your own boys. 
running our Packs teaches us many things, 
if we haye an understanding heart and an 
observant eye, | 


Watching and playing with children other | 


than Cubs, at any time, is another - useful aid 
—a good aunt, not necessarily an indulgent 
one, usually makes a good C.M, Then we 


‘should take any opportunity offered of visit- _ 


ing other Packs and learning ‘rom _other 

Akelas, possibly giving something in return. 

We should be on the alert for anything that 

can be of use to our own Pack, or the Pack 

of another Old Wolf. I would also plead for 

more reading— not a multiplicity of Cubbing 
books, but the old ones, and I include the: 
Jungle Books, to be read and re-read and 

dipped into again and again. _ A knowledge of 
of S. for B. is a qualifcasion: for C.M.'s 
warrant, Isnot this often forgotten? We 
should know where we are leading our Cubs, 
The more we learn about and are interested 
in the whole of Scouting, the keener we shall 
be that our Cubs shall become Scouts in due 
course, and we shall realise that we must give 
them Cubbing while still in the Pack, not 
watered-down Scouting. 


With all this, the more we try to fit our- 
selves for service, the more we shall have a 
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deeper sense of the real aim of the Scout 
Movement and its tremendous possibilities, 
and we shall. find great joy in our job, be- 
cause we have discovered it is not an easy one, 


’ and there is always something more we can . 


learn about it. 


I have stressed the importance of personal 
example in every branch of Cubbing, but I 
want lo lay special emphasis on the most 


important part of all—the part we feel re- 


luctant to talk about, because it lies deepest 
in our hearts—the religious side of Scouting, 
which is the biggest thing in it. We cannot 
shirk it, we must do our share and co-operate 
and seek advice, if need be, from religious 
bodies. In this aspect of our Cub life the 
power of our genuine personal example is 
incalculable. 


“We essay the subject of duty to Goa, and’ 


some of its meanings, with the recruit. He 
is ready for a lead from Akela. We should 
not find it difficult’ to speak of Our Father 
and duty to Him if weare natural about it, 
always remembering that it is more a thing 
to be done than to be talked about, . Wo can 
_ show the recruit that we know God. can help 
us if we ask Him, provided that it is right 
that He should do so, that we can please and 
- serve Him by doing things for others—we 
can serve Him also by attending His house, 
and by taking care of the gifts He has given 
us, and in other ways too. But the recruit 
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sees how we interpret duty to God in our own: po 
lives; what we do and are in this respect is. 
of far greater importance than when what we 
say. Again, the everyday atmosphere of the — 
Pack is all-important—we can see that this 
is clean and wholesome by providing plenty —
